House. Carter and Vance informed 
Dobrynin that they stood behind 
criticisms of Soviet actions toward 
dissident Andrei Zakharov, but that 
U.S. public statements to this effect 
were not meant as an attack on the 
Soviet Union. (TIPI) 
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West Germany, particularly, there 
Is concern about overexpansion part- 
ly out of memories of the destructive 
inflation of the 1920s that contributed 
to Nazi successes.

U.S. magazine: Delay in new 
Israel tank production

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WASHINGTON. — Israel's 
revolutionary new tank, the 
"Chariot," may. not roll off the 
production lines late this fall as 
originally scheduled because of 
funding problems, "Armed 
Forces Journal" reports ln its 
February edition. 

The -magazine, highly- 
respected for Its military affairs 
reporting, says the 58-ton "un- 
conventional behemoth" features 
a frontal engine installation with 
its four-man crew entering the 
tank from the rear. Instead of 
atop the turret. 

Armed with .the 105mm. gun, 
the Chariot is powered by a 900 
horsepower version of the 750 h.p. 
Teledyne Continental Motors 
engine which powers U.S.-made 
M-60 tanks, the magazine 
reported. 

. The "Armed Forces Journal" 
report was the first detailed ac- 
count of. the. new Israel tahk. . 
although some sketchy reporta 


about It have surfaced In the 
American press over the past few 
months. The lengthy analysis, 
which includes previously un- 
published specifications, did not 
Identify its sources. Benjamin 
Schemmer, editor and publisher 
of “Armed Forces Journal" la 
well known to Washington for his 
close ties with top U.S. military 
planners. 

The magazine, which Is not af- 
filiated with any branch of the 
U.S. Government or the military, 
said that Israel had originally 
wanted a 1,200 h.p., version of the 
diesel engine but transmission 
problems precluded that. 

"As a result,” it continued. 
“Chariot is underpowered by 
current Western standards: it 
xrill have a power loading of 
about 17 h.p. per ton of weight, 
compared with 26 h.p. per ton for 
the new Leopard-H and XM-1 
(the, latest U.S. -made tanks)." 
Russia's new T-T2 features about 


25 top. per ton. 

The magazine said that Israel 
has asked the U.S. to underwrite 
spiralling coats of the new tank 
by agreeing to provide Israel 
with the cash substitute of an ex- 
pected purchase of U.S.-made 170 
M -60 s, already on order. Israel la 
willing to forego the American- 
made tanka If Washington in- 
stead gives Israel additional 
military financial aid. The U.S. 
tanks cost about $500,000 each. 

"Armed Forces Journal,” 
however, ‘ quoted Israel sources 
as conceding that such a prospect 
was unlikely since Chariot's 
production in Israel “creates few 
jobs in the U.S." 

It noted that Israel will no 
doubt * ‘go It on its own" if it has to 
with Chariot. Few people now ex- 
pect to see the tank unveiled this 
fall, since Israel has been quite 
consistent in not - making new 
weapons systems public until toe 
first models are In the hands of 
troopB. It said.

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance wQl personally 
have to decide whether the U.S. will 
extend another entry visa to PLO of- 
ficial Sabri Jiryis, who has been in- 
vited to attend a forthcoming con- 
ference mi the Middle East spon- 
sored by the American Quakers. 

Jiryis was asked to leave the U.S. 
late last year after it was discovered 
that he had lied on his entry-visa 
application. The Jerusalem Post has 
learned that he has once again re- 
quested a visa to participate to the 
conference, set for February 11-14 ln 
Chevy Chase, Maryland, a 
Washington suburb. . 

Jiryis, ‘who had come to 
Washington to open a PLO office, had 
written on Ma first visa application 
that he was born to Sudan, while to 
fact be was bom in British Man- 
datory Palestine. 

The current visa application has 


reached Vance’s desk for final con- 
sideration. informed sources heme 
said yesterday. 

Those in the State Department urg- 
ing the new Secretary to approve the 
visa say that the convention is being 
sponsored by the American Friends 
Service Committee, a reputable 
organization, and that Israel leftist 
M&ttl Peled is also scheduled to 
speak there. 

They also say that under no cir- 
cumstances wQl Jiryis be allowed to 
remain in Washington to open a PLO 
office. 

Others in the Department insist 
foa* the U.S. should not allow Jiryis 
to return. He lied once, they say, and 
the Department should not allow 
foreigners into the U.S. if they 
provide false Information on visa 
applications — aa a fundamental 
principle. 

A spokesman for the Quakers ex- 
pressed hope that Jiryis would be 
allowed to participate. 


Martial law in Sierra Leone 


FREETOWN. — The West African 
state of Sierra Leone was under a 
state of emergency yesterday with a 
dusk-to-dawn curfew imposed after 
clashes between police and students 
demanding the resignation of Presi- 
dent Slake. Stevens. 

Freetown, capital of the small 
state once used as a settlement for 
survivors of slave stops, was Mt by 
unrest in wMcb shops and offices 
shut down and schoolchildren built 

roadblocks. 

Hie emergency and the curfew 
between 7 p.m. and 8 aJm. were 


ordered two days after students at 
the University of Sierra Leone 
demonstrated against the 71-year- 
old President. Their placards 
proclaimed such slogans as "Siaka 
Stevens resign” and "We want 
economic reforms.'* 

No serious casualties were 
reported in the disorders. 

The troubles began on Sunday 
when students jeered the President, 
a former policeman and trade union 
leader who has held supreme power 
In Sierra Leone since 1971.

U.S. told: No 
Christians 
in Nabatiya

WASHINGTON. —Lebanon has in- 
formed the U.S. It is true, as Israel 
insists, that no Christians live in the 
southern Lebanese town of 
Nabatiya. but there are many 
Christians living ln the vicinity of the 
town.

Palestinians. 

Israel Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
is expected to meet with Vance 
shortly to review the situation in 
southern Lebanon, which the U.S. 
hopes to resolve through quiet 
diplomacy, and to discuss other 
Issues, including Us forthcoming 
swing through Israel and five Arab 
countries, February 14-21. 

Libya deports 
Syrians, cuts 
ties, report says 

CAIRO. — The government of Li- 
byan strongman Muammar Gaddafi 
has withdrawn its ambassador from 
Damascus, “organized 'an attack" 
against the Syrian Embassy In 
Benghazi and deported large 
numbers of Syrians from Libya, the 
Middle East News Agency said 
yesterday. 

Quoting a "reliable source who has 
just returned from Benghazi," the 
agency said Libyan authorities

Assad says only 

Sarkis decides 

on army moves 

Won’t argue with Israel on South

President Hafez Assad of 
Syria yesterday hinted that he 
had no Intention of entering into 
polemics with Israel over the ad- 
vance of Syrian troops near the 
Lltani river "Bed Line” limit in 
southern Lebanon. He claimed 
that the issue concerned Beirut, 
not Damascus. 

He said that Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis was the "sole 
decision-maker” over the move- 
ment of Syrian troops in 
Lebanon. Sarkis is the titular 
commander-in-chief of the Inter- 
Arab force. 

"The force operates under Sarkis’ 
exclusive command," Assad said 
“Should he order It to move deep Into 
southern Lebanon, it will da so. And 
if he orders it otherwise, it would Just 
obey his instructions." 

Assad made the statement follow- 
ing day-long talks with the Lebanese 
President to Damascus yesterday. 
Sarkis arrived in the Syrian capital 
to a 21-gun salute. He was accom- 
panied by a delegation including the 
Lebanese titular field commander of 
the Arab League force, Ool. Ahmed 
al-Haj, and Foreign Minister Fuad 
Butros. 

Damascus radio reported that the 
Syrian and Lebanese heads of state 
were closeted together in a lengthy 
session which was believed to have 
centred on Israel’s insistence that 
the Arab League force, largely 
Syrian, now deployed along toe 
Lltani river be withdrawn. 

Earlier reports said that the 
Lebanese Presiden t was favouring a 
Syrian pullback and that he was 
working out a plan to send a 
reorganised Lebanese battalion into 
southern Lebanon. Nevertheless, 
Sarkis Is 'believed likely to tell toe 
Syrian troops to. stay put for a few 
days. 

Beirut’s "al-Amal” newspaper 
said yesterday that Israel was now 
Instating on advance notice from 
Syria for any further troop 
movements above the Lltani river, 
with details on the numbers in- 
volved. 

Another newspaper, "an- 
N&h&r,”n-Nah&r said that the 
Americans, through whose offices 
the controversy over south Lebanon, 
.was being defused diplomatically, 
have proposed to set up an advance 
warning system on Arab troop 
movements near southern Lebanon 
to avert an Israel-Syrian collision. 


“An-Nahar" said that the U.S. 
charge d’affaires in Beirut, George 
Lane, conveyed a formula to 
Lebanese Foreign Minister Butros 
offering a Washington guarantee 
that Israel would not take any 
drastic move to southern Lebanon 

provided: 

• The U.S. Administration is in- 
formed in advance of any Arab troop 
movement near southern Lebanon 
and that Washington is given ade- 
quate time to inform Israel of such a 
movement before it is carried out. 

• The Syrian-dominated Arab 

peace-keeping forces do not come 
within 15 km. of Israel’s northern 
border. Otherwise, Israel would not 
object to operations undertaken by 
Syrian troops to disarm the rival 
Palestinian -backed leftists and 
rightwingers now engaged in oc- 
casional clashes In southern 
Lebanon — the last flashpoint of that 
country’s civil war. 

Foreign Minister Butros yesterday 
conferred with bis Syrian counter- 
part, Abdul-Halim Kbaddam, and 
Syria’s military chiefs on con- 
solidating security to Lebanon as 
well as on the status of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization there. 

Butros and Kbaddam were also 
reported to have discussed the 
overall Middle East situation in the 
light of . this month's visits to the 
region by several foreign officials, 
including U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim. The latter 
.arrived in Cairo last night on the 
first leg of a 10-day Middle Blast tour 
mainly aimed at exploring the 
prospects of reconvening the Geneva 
Middle East conference to which 
both Lebanon and the PLO are how 
seeking to take parti 

Arafat warned 
PLO likely to 
lose control 

BEIRUT. — A pro-Syrian publica- 
tion has warned Yasser Arafat’s 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
that it might soon lose its role as the 
sole representative of the 
Palestinians. 

“Al-Monadel", which, speaks for 
Syria’s ruling socialist Ba'ath Party, 
also said yesterday the FLO would 
have no option for an independent 
Palestinian state to any future Mid- 
dle East settlement with Israel. 


Syrians cUiimed preparing 
tank positions in south

METULLA. — The Syrians have 
erected tents near their camps In the 
Nabatiya area and are preparing 
tank positions, Lebanese villagers 
arriving at the Good Fence reported 
yesterday. 

They said that eyewitnesses pass- 
ing through Nabatiya asserted that 
the Syrians are evidently preparing 
themselves for a longer stay in the' 
area. They also said tbatthe Syrians 
have been dispatching small patrols 
to villages near Nabatiya and that 
they have been telling village 
headmen that the Arab peace- 
keeping force Intends to stay in the 
south. - 

A Christian militiaman from the 
village of Kle’a said he heard from a 
Greek Catholic from the village of 
Dayr Mimas on the banks of the 
Lltani river that two Syrian officers 
were seen to a grove near the river 
observing the southern bank through 
binoculars. Dayr Mimas, some two 
and a half km. northwest of Metulla, 
is one of the Christian villages which 
do not maintain good relations with 
Israel and have no connection with 
the Good Fence. 


Yesterday, there was no firing 
along the border. A militia officer 
explained that the quiet was the 
result of a strong Christian mortar 
barrage ontbe Beaufort stronghold! 
He said that his men had destroyed a 
large ammunition dump, forcing the 
Moslems to cease their fire. 

Some 500 Lebanese workers 
entered Israel yesterday through the 
Good Fence to work in Metulla, 
Dovev and Hanita. Several hundred 
were treated at Israel clinics «nfl 
other Lebanese were seen making 
purchases in Nahariya and other 
settlements. 

A Lebanese woman working in a 
Metulla hotel told The Jerusalem 
Post that last night was the -first hr 
weeks that she had spent to her bed 
instead of in a bomb shelter. 

Meanwhile, a consignment of 
clothing and medical supplies worth 
IL50.000 was sent to Lebanon yester- 
day via Dovev. The supplies were 
sent by the Maronite community in 
Haifa, which has already collected 
HJ 20,000 in aid for the villagers of 
southern Lebanon.

Seidel won’t 
join Likud

TEL AVIV. — Hfllel Seidel, who quit 
the Independent Liberal Party on 
Tuesday, met yesterday with Likud 
leader Menahem Begin. 

Seidel told The Jerusalem Post 
that he had made a courtesy call on 
Begin and no final decision had been 
made on his joining Likud. 

| “My most realistic option is to join 
the Likud, and now that I am free, I 
can make the decision,” he explain- 
ed.

Knesset c’tees

leadership struggle

The 60 per cent-plus participation 
in Tuesday’s voting to the Labour 
Party convention and local bra n c h 
institutions was fairly consistent 
throughout the country. Somewhat 
over 160,000 of the 250,000 members 
who had registered as party 
members two months ago voted. 

Voting was particularly high in the 
Arab sector, where 79 per cent of the . 
members went to the polling booths. 
The final results and the names of 
the winning candidates will not be 
known till early this morning as the 
tabulation of the ballots was to con- 
tinue throughout the night at tbe 
Labour Party offices in Tel Aviv. 

The 60 percent figure is high com- 
pared with previous elections for tbe 
party convention. It perhaps is ex- 
plained by the intense Interest in the 
party around tbe race- for the 
leadership. It was impossible to 
ascertain last night how the new con- 
vention delegates would divide 
between Rabin and Peres sup- 
porters, but both camps have 
already launched intensive lobbying 
activity among the new delegates. 

In one example in Jerusalem 
yesterday, 48 local Labour Party ac- 
tivists, ranging from Deputy Mayors 
Yosef G&dish and Akiva Azulai 
through many chairmen. ‘of 
neighbourhood committees and 
works committees, came out in 
favour of Peres. It is believed that 
many of these will be members of 
the Jerusalem contingent to the con- 
vention. 

The first procedural fight that is 
expected to develop at the conven- 
tion which will meet on February 22 
will be over the question of the body 


which will select the party's can- 
didate for Prime Minister: The con- 
vention Itself, or the new Central 
Committee it will elect. 

Traditionally the Central Com- 
mittee has been the body to name the 
party's leading representatives in 
State, Hlstadnit and Jewish Agency 
.bodies. There has been no precedent, 
however, for a challenge to an in- 
cumbent Prime Minister as is the 
preaent case. Informed party 
sources tend to believe that a deci- 
sion in the convention Itself would 
tend to favour Peres while Rabin 
would have more support in the Cen- 
tral Committee itself, which consists 
largely of party functionaries and its 
national leadership. - 

Another, factor to be taken into 
consideration is Rabin's planned 
visit to the U.S. at the beginning of 
March. The Central Committee 
would not convene to decide on the 
Ratrin-Perea contest before Rabin’s 
return from Washington. It is -ex- 
pected that. If the decision Is left up 
to that body, it would be influenced 
by whatever impression of support 
the Carter Administration could lend 
to the Rabin candidacy during his 
visit. 

The major development of interest 
in the election of local party in- 
stitutions would seem to he in the; 
Glvat&yim branch. There, groups 
opposed to incumbent Mayor Kuba 
Kreisman were reported to have won 
a majority on the branch council. 
This opposition, led by Knesset 
members Adi Amoral and Yosef 
Harlsh, is intent on unseating 
Kreisman in the next mayoral elec- 
tions. 


Golda ‘confused’ by political scene

LONDON. — Metal Box, the huge 
British container firm, is con- 
sidering pnlling out of its 25-year-old 
investment in Israel because of 
clients' fears of the Arab boycott. 

The company which has an annual 
turnover of £500m. told the press 
that it was now discussing ending its 
investment in the Israel Can Com- 
pany. It controls 27 per cent of the 
firm's shares and has a know-how 
agreement as well. 

A company spokesman said: "We 
are closely examining tbe Im- 
plications and the feasibility of dis- 
posing of our interest.!’ 

. The British company is seriously 
worried by pressures from its 
customers. Arab countries Including 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia have 
reportedly warned Metal Box 
customers that they would be unable 
to sell their products in the Middle 
East, if they use Metal Box con- 
tainers. 

Metal Box has been on the boycott 
list for some years, along with 
another 1,000 British firms, because 
of its interest in Israel Can. A com- 
pany spokesman said pressure 
became more intensive IB months 
ago, following a worldwide adver- 
tising campaign for its container 
products. 

Metal Box allowed its membership 
in the Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce to lapse a number of 
years ago. Meanwhile prominent 
display has been given to reports 
from Israel that the Transport 
Ministry decided not to order some 
hundreds of bus chassis from British 
Ley land after that firm announced It 
was not rejoining the Anglo-Israel 
Chamber of Commerce. Business 
circles here believe that steps of that 
kind could bring home to British 
firms that they stand to lose Israeli 
business as well. 

The British government is unhap- 
py with tbe Arab boycott but sticks to 
the line that It cannot intervene in a 
commercial decision that must be 
taken by the company involved. 
Pressure is growing here for a 
-firmer British stand on the boycott. 

The effects of the boycott are 
reflected in falling British exports to 
Israel. Last year they rose by only 
five per cent — from £238m. to 
£24 9m. Israel exports to Britain, on 
the other hand, jumped by more than 
.40 per cent — from £91m. to JS128m..

The laboratory took energetic ac- 
tion to stop the East Jerusalem Elec- 
tricity Company from channelling 
waste products Into the wadi. A 
purification plant has been put up.to- 
stead, thus preserving this beauty 
spot for the general public.

LONDON. — A major breakthrough 
in Poland's attitude towards Jewish 
claims was signalled in a statement 
by the Polish consul-general hi Lon- 
don. 

Meeting recently with leaders of 
the Association of Polish Jews in Bri- 
tain, W. Rybczynski said that Poland 
recognizes .in principle that its 
former Jewish citizens have 
legitimate claims and Poland wished 
to settle this matter. They met at the 
Polish Embassy. 

The association had submitted a 
memorandum on the matter of 
Jewish claims to the Polish am- 
bassador one year ago. 

The Polish diplomat said that the 
meeting underlined hife 
government's sincere intentions and 
goodwill.

\ Ancient paving stones up to two metres 
square have been uncovered In Jerusalem’s 
Old City In the course of digging under Chris- 
tian Quarter Street for the laying of sewer 
pipes. 

Danny Bahat, district archaeologist for the 
Antiquities Department, said last night it was 


still uncertain whether the ancient street dated 
from Byzantine or Crusader times. A 20-metre 
stretch has thus far been uncovered. 

The Municipality and the Antiquities Depart- 
ment are considering the possibility of raising 
the stones some 60 centimetres to serve as pav- 
ing for the modern street when the infrastruc- 
ture work is completed. < Photo K. Weiss) 


‘ Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
yesterday asked the police to look 
into an irregular action on the port of 
the Israel Government Goins and 
Medals Corporation to determine 
whether a crime had been com- 
mitted. 

The action in question was the 
predating of the receipt of a letter 
from Kldum. a coin dealing firm, 
containing a bank guarantee for a 
HJL4ra. purchase of coins. Corporation 
director Yitzhak Avni allegedly 
ordered a clerk to mark the 
guarantee as though it had arrived 
before July 1, 1978. The director of 
the United Mizrahi Bank has said 
that the bank Issued the guarantee In 
late July. 

The change enabled Kldum to buy 


the coins at prices in effect before, a 
28 -per cent price rise. The cor- 
poration’s Board of Directors soon 
called off the deal and aa of last 
month stopped doing business with 
Kldum for reasons not made public. 

The incident came to light again 
when the deputy director of the 
. coins corporation, Halm Naor, 
wrote a letter of complaint to the 
Board of Directors. 

The Justice Ministry spokesman 
said last night that the Attorney- 
General's directives to the police 
asked them to look into the letter- 
only. No general investigation Into 
the corporation was requested. 

The police inquiry will be handled 
by the Investigation department at 
national police headquarters.

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Indira’s rule shaken 


as three leaders quit 


HEW DELHI. — A major split in In- 
dia's ruling Congress Party 
appeared Imminent after three of Its 
senior members resigned yesterday 
and strongly attacked the post* 
emergency policies of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 

Hie defection of the three, headed 
by Agriculture Minister Jagjivan 
Ram, one of the Party's oldest 
members,- came only six weeks 
before general elections were due. 

It was the most serious political 
development for Mrs. Gandhi since 
she imposed a state of e mergency on 
the country in June 1975 and jailed 
thousands of her opponents.' 

The defecting group appealed.to 
"all right-thinking Congressmen’* to 
assert themselves openly against 
what they called the trend towards 
despotic rule In the Congress 
organization. 

Ram, 68, announced his resigna- 
tion from the cabinet and the 
Congress Party at a news conference 
here. He was joined at the con* 
pense of the people’s interests," 
Minister of the northern state of Ut- 
tar Pradesh. Hemwati Nandan 
Bahugima. and the recently ousted 
Chief Minister of the eastern state of 
Orissa, Min. Nandini Satpathy. 

Ram, a leader of ImBa’s former 


^Untouchables, also announced for- 
mation of a Congress for 
Democracy, which he said would 
seek to defeat the Prime Minister in 
the coming elections with the aid of 
the new non-Communist Janata op- 
position alliance. 

In what appeared to be a dear 
reference to Sanjay Gandhi, the 
newly-p owerful younger son of the 
Prime Minister, the groups said 
chief ministers who did not submit to 
the dictates of- "some Individuals’' 
were toppled from power dven 
though they enjoyed comfortable 
majorities in their own state 
assemblies. ■ 



Prime Minister Gandhi reacted 
angrily to the resignations. She said 
it was strange Ram should have 
remained silent for so long, after be- 
ing a cabinet member- directly 
associated with every 1 decision on 
national policies. 



The opposition Janata Party, an 
election front comprising the four 
main non-communist, parties, 
welcomed the defections with' un- 
concealed delight. Although none of 
the defectors has joined the Janata 
Party, Ram said his group would 
avoid triangular election con- 
tests. (Reuter)

WASHINGTON. — Paul Warlike, 
President Jimmy Carter's reported 
choice to be the chief UJJ. disarma- 
ment negotiator, is running Into 
some opposition from senators who 
regard Wamke as too soft on arms 
control issues.

Soviets said 
trying to 
radio power 


WASHINGTON. — Mysterious radio 
signals suggest the Soviets may be 
experimenting with wireless 
transmission of electrical power, 
"He Washington Star" reports. 

The radio signals have been dis- 
rupting worldwide communications 
for months and have been monitored , 
closely, particularly hi Canada. 

In a story In Ita Monday editions, 
"The Star" said there is no proof the 
signals Involve transmission of elec- 
trical power; but it added that some 
Canadian specialists speculate the- 
Soviets are experimenting with a 
process for doing so that was 
.developed by Nikola Tesla, a 
Yugoslav Inventor who died hi 1943. 


Tesla proved In I960 that the Earth 
could be used to conduct electricity 
in waves of the right pitch. He 
succeeded in lighting 260 lamps at 
, distances of 40km. without wires. 

The newspaper said the specula- 
tion that the Soviets are experimen- 
ting with wireless power transmis- 
sion has been fueled by a report that 
an unidentified Soviet scientist con- 
tacted Tesla’s last known living 
assistant. ■ - 

B quoted the assistant, Arthur H. 
Matthews, as saying he has had a lot 
of questions about Testa's work and 
some of them came from people with 
Russian-sounding names. 

W.Wdcott, operations director, pf 
the Canadian Department of Com- 
munications, told ’The Star" that 
the slgnalacome around the Earth to 
tiie monitoring stations from both 
directions.

Sadat: Have tried 
to better ties 
with Soviets 


CAIRO. — Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat on Tuesday denied student ac-. 
cusatlons that he was aligning 
himself with the U.S. or Western 
Europe, and said he had tried 
without success to improve relations 
with the Soviet Union. 

President Sadat was speaking to 
representatives of about half a 
million university students, in the 
third of a series of meetings with 
various professional and union 
groups. The students criticised 
Sadat's open door economic 
liberalisation policy and the creation 
of a multi-party system in Egypt. 
They also rejected attempts to- 
recognise Israel In resumed Middle 
East peace talks in Geneva. 

Sadat told the meeting: "Since I 
Assumed power six years ago I have 
-been trying my best to improve 
relations with the Soviet Union." 

"It is obvious that you have been 
Influenced ... I am grieved that today 
you come here and accuse me of hav- 
ing rightist tendencies at the ex-, 
pense at the people’s interests, 
Sadat said. 

In a reference to last month’s riots 
over increased food prices, Sadat, 
said: “What happened on January 18 
and 19 was an attempt to destroy the . 
country... it was a destructive' 
counter revolution." (Reuter)

CHICAGO. — Accused Polish Nazi 
Frank Walus was sprayed in the face 
with a chemical on Tuesday by a 
man who approached him on a down- 
town street, police said. 

Police charged a well dressed 
local man — Arthur Alpert, 38 — 
with battery in the case. Alpert said 
he had sprayed Walus outside the 
State of Illinois building in downtown 
Chicago because “I am a Jew and he 
is a Nazi.”

Pope slays family 


PARIS. — Gerard Amanrich, 
former French Ambassador to 
the Vatican, shot his wife and two 
children to death late Tuesday, 
and gave himself up to police 
several hours later. 

Police quoted Amanrich, 55, as 
tefflng them, "I am a Minister 
plenipotentiary and I have -just 
murdered my family." 

Asked why, he was quoted as 
saying he had been having finan- 
cial problems and "I’ve 'been 
very depressed lately and I can't 
shake myself out of it." 

- Amanrich. a career diplomat, 
was ambassador to the Vatican 
from 1974 until six months ago. 
On leaving the Vatican he was not 
given any new assignment. 

"I was having such serious 
money problems that I was hav- 
ing trouble supporting nxy 
family," police quoted him as 
saying. IThat is why, completely 
depressed, I had decided to com- 
mit suicide after killing my fami- 


ly, but afterward I didn’t have th> 
courage to kill myself." 

"I took my car and drov 
around aimlessly, then I tried t< 
put a bullet through my head wit; 
a pistol that was In the car, bu 
the gun didn't work,” he said. 

' “I drove along the Seine and 
wanted to jump Into the water 
but I didn’t have the strength t 
do it. So I looked for the fin 
ponce. post where I could gfo. 
myself up." -

MOSCOW. — A group of the Soviet 
Union's most prominent activist 
Jews expressed alarm yesterday 
about what it called a sharp increase 
In anti-Zionist and anti-Israel 
propaganda. ' 

The activists told Western cor- 
respondents the campaign has 
brought about a surge of racial enmi- 
ty against Jews in general, which 
they said is being officially en- 
couraged. 

"It’s like the time before a 
pogrom, ” said Anatoly 

Shcharansky, one of the leaders of 
the Jewish activist- movement. - 
Seventy-six Jews- signed' a; state- " 
meat condemning an anti-Zionist 
film called ‘"Traders of Souls. ".which 
was shown by the state television 
network on January 22. 

Four of the activists, 

Shcharansky, Vladimir Slepak, Yuli 
Kosharovsky and Iosif Begun, an-, 
nounced they have filed a suit charg- 
ing Insult “to honour and pride" 
against the television network. 

Last week a noted former 
Sovlet-Jewish broadcaster told 
reporters In Rome about another 
anti-Semitic film, called “Secret 
and Other Things." This film 
suggests that Jews tried to kill 
Lenin, that "Jewish capital 
helped Hitler to power," and jux- 
taposes scenes of deprivation 
with pictures of prominent Jews. 
Broadcaster Ruvim Vygodsky, 
S3, had said seeing it in Moscow 
was “the last straw" for him and 
bis wife. 

The Jewish activists yesterday 
also ridiculed an article in the 
government newspaper “Izvestla" 
which asserted that 98.4 per cent of 
all those who apply to emigrate ora 
given exit visas.

AT LONG LAST Haifa la to have an 
"JSran" mental first-aid service like 
those active in Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv. Persons in mental anguish and 
contemplating suicide may phone 
the station at any hour round the 
clock and ask for first-aid without 
■ giving their name, address, identity 
card number, father’s first name 
and similar information requested 
by authorities before they will con- 
sider our problem. (Host of them 
require us to call at their office dur- 
ing their working hours, usually 
coinciding with ours, or to write a 
letter). 

Such a mental fl rat-aid service 
was proposed many years ago by a 
psychiatrist. Dr. Gustav Drclfuss, 
hut foundered on the unwillingness 
of Mayor Abba Khoushy to approve 
the costs of a telephone and an office 
room. He did not have much use for 
doctors, and with stubborn con- 


sistency hastened his own death by 
disregard for medical advice. 

Recent efforts of volunteers con- 
verged and bore fruit. Among them 
are professionals, students of social 
work and Individuals working in 
human relations. 

The municipal social welfare 
department. Rambam Hospital, 
Haifa University and Haifa's Social 
Services Council and qualified 
volunteers are joining forces to 
the station 24 hours every day of the 
year. (Experts will train suitable 
volunteers for this work.) 

Suicide is the outcome of an 
emotional crisis that can be arrested 
by timely action. Experience round 
the world has shown that a kindly 
and understanding word in response 
to a last-minute appeal, even by 
phone, can save lives. 

Two committees are organizing 
the service, and the city will provide 
a budget, office space and a 
telephone. It is to the credit of Mayor 
Ycruham Zeisel that he com- 
prehended a need where previous 
mayors failed and that he has shown 
appreciation for civic Initiative. 

A DELEGATION of ten Israeli 
engineers, five of them in public ser- 
vice, went to West Berlin last year on 


a study tour as guests of its depart- 
ment of building and housing. 
Haifa’s district engineer Url Zeitlin, 
asked what could be done for Israel, 
suggested that a travelling exhibi- 
tion on building and lionsing be 
brought here. (West Berlin has had 
extensive experience In townplan- 
nlng since much of it had to be 
rebuilt after World War IL) 

The exhibit, entitled “A City in 
Search of Its Future,” will be shown 
this spring in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv. 
Haifa and Beersheba. A member of 
the Berlin House of Deputies. Klaus 
Frank e, polled professionals in the 
four cities, asking what they ex- 
pected to find: 

“Those in Jerusalem asked which 
cultural institutions remained, 
which are new? In Tel Aviv: how do 
you expand your subway system? In 
Haifa: how did you build your 
schools? In Beersheba: Let’s see 
your housing.” 

Zeltlin says the exhibit should 
stimulate all sectors of the public. 
“Exhibitions that use all the modern 
media of communications have 
much to teach.” Last September an 
American exhibition was held in 
West Berlin on “Downtown Manhat- 
tan."

■local authority will establish a 
welfare office to “give assistance 
and soda! care to those In need." *h»t . 
says Brick, Is more a matter of 
organization than essence. And 
nowhere does it say the state is 
obligated or the needy person has the 
right 

The 19-year-old welfare law does 
say a prospective recipient can 
appeal a decision made by the 
welfare office. “If a person can 
appeal, then there is a right-on the 
basis of which he appeals,” Brick 
said. “But all that is a matter of in- 
direct deduction.” 

Besides the definition of obligation 
and right the new hill proposes 
rewards for those who take an active 
part in their own rehabilitation — 
and offers for discussion the option 
of “punishing” those wbo refuse to 
do so (e.g. leamanewjob) by reduc- 
ing their living allowance. 


Three options are to be debated on 
defining a person's right to that 
allowance: One says the person who 
requests It must prove he Is unable to 
support himself. A second says he Is 
entitled to Immediate help, but must 
prove within a. stated period of time 
that he cannot support himself. The 
third, and most liberal, says anyone 
can receive the allowance by declar- 
ing he cannot support himself. 

The assumption behind the last op- 
tion is that the fact that a person 
does not work, is a sign he cannot 
function. He is therefore In need of 
help — and entitled to it. 

Brick thinks the second alter- 
native — the compromise — will be 
the .one accepted. 

There are other Interpretations of 
the rights-and-obligations clauses. 
For Instance, If the state is required 
to provide welfare services, and the 
local council is not doing its share, 
the Welfare Ministry can intervene 
and administer Its own services. 

The Ministry currently finances an 
average of 75 per cent of the ex- 
penses of social services — but the 


hiring and administration is done by 
the local authority. The local council 
of Mevasseret Zion recently collaps- 
ed in internal bickering, and left 
welfare clients under a leaky roof 
because they couldn't decide on 
which tender to accept tor fixing it. 
The Welfare Ministry had to wait for 
the agreement of the Interior 
Ministry, which Is responsible for 
local government, before stepping 
In. 


The Union of Local Authorities, 
which has been included In the dis- 
cussion of the proposed law, is not 
terribly excited about having its 
power "usurped” in cases of alleged 
mismanagement — although the 
Ministry does foot most of the bill. 


The new bill in some ways offers a 
compromise between the universal 
approach to services (for the whole 
population) and the selective ap- 
proach (reinforce the poor) . Even to- 
day, with the emphasis on the well- 
faring of the poor (and the accom- 
panying stigma), some general ser- 
vices are only available through the 


welfare office. “A millionaire who 
has a retarded son can only have him 
placed In an institution through the 
welfare office,” Brick said. The area 
of services available to the general 
population would be Increased by the 
law. and those who can pay would 
do so — for help In getting over 
marriage, delinquency, and other 
problems common to all economic 
levels of society. 

Is there money for all that? Not in 
this incarnation, apparently. But in 
some cases, the anchorage In law 
would allow the Welfare Ministry, or 
Social Betterment Minister (in the 
next Incarnation) to demand a 
budget for the consistent delivery of 
services. And guidelines could put 
the law Into effect gradually, in 
keeping with the contents of the com- 
munal pocket 

The question is one of principle. 
Does every citizen have a right to 
assistance? What must he do to get 
it? What form of financial and less 
measurable aid does he — do you 
and I — have a right to? 

“Law reflects what society 
wants.” Brick said. But this law will 
require “those who make the 
decisions to start making some.”

Two Hemingways 
don’t make bell toll 


Lipstick (Bed, Tel Aviv). Starring 
Mupn and Marlal Hemingway, Chris 
taimnda and Anne Bancroft. 


THIS FILM has all the ingredients of 
a box-office hit: a brutal and fairly 
explicit rape, a dramatic trial, and 
the screen debut of two of Ernest 
Hemingway’s grandchildren. 

A photographic model (Margaux 
Hemingway) who sells lipstick in 
sexy ads, is beaten and raped by her 
young sister’s music teacher. 

The subsequent trial has real 
dramatic impact, thanks mainly to 
the forceful p erf ormance by Anne 
Bancroft as the tough prosecutor. 
Hardly surprisingly, the rapist gets 
off. because the jury are supposedly 
persuaded that the model who sells 
lipstick also sells her body, and 
probably deserves what she gets. 

Having been shown how hard it is 
to wip a rape case In beautiful 
California, the film follows predic-_ 
table lines through to a denouement 
when four wrongs are supposed to 
make & right. 

The pseudo-sociological script is 
so shallow and pretentious, that the 
only real interest lies in the question 
of how the beautiful Margaux 
Hemingway performs In her first 
film. 

To be honest, I thought at first that 
she had lockjaw, and then realized 
that it was merely a speech defect. 
Her unusual beauty helps distract 
from the woodeness of her acting. 
Mind you, it was such a poorly 
written part, that she couldn’t be 
blamed entirely-.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Beersheba District Court, delivered 
on April 22, 1975, (in A.C. 26675). 

The appellants are a middle-aged, 
childless couple in comfortable cir- 
cumstances. When the wife's sister 
gave birth to an eighth daughter, the 
appellants, by previous arrange- 
ment. undertook the care of the baby 
from birth, with the intention of 
adopting her. 

- The welfare authorities warned 
both couples In advance that they 
were likely to meet with objections 
to adoption proceedings, but they 
went ahead with their plans, despite 
this warning. When they eventually 
applied to the District Court for an 
adoption order, the Attorney- 
General opposed the application on 
the grounds that “family adoptions" 
were not 'in the best interests of 
children. The District Court rejected 
the adoption application, and the 
appellants appealed to the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Baratz appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. Reznik for the At- 
torney-General.

However, he continued, it would 
appear that the psychologist and 
other experts were of the opinion 
that an adoption which did not com- 
pletely sever the relationship 
between the adopted child and its 
natural parents — as happened in 
“family adoptions" in general and in 
the present case in particular — was 
not in the interests of the child; there 
was always a real risk of creatingso 
great a conflict in the mind of the 
adopted child as to have a disastrous 
effect on Its mental and social 
development, besides making for ad- 
ditional complications for the adop- 
tive and natural parents. 


JUDGMENT 


Justice Witkon. who delivered the 
judgment.pt the Supreme Court, ad- 
mitted that; he had found it difficult 
at first to understand the attitude of 
the Attorney-General's represen- 
tative and had been Inclined to at- 
tribute it, as well as the objections of 
the Welfare Officer, to pique over the 
tact that the appellants and the 
child's parents had Ignored the 
authorities* warnings. 

However; he continued, after 
studying the professional material 
on the subject of “family adoptions" 
and in particular the excellent and il- 
luminating article by Aviva Leon (In 
“Saad", No.5, September, 1976), he 
had finally been convinced of the 
justice of the Welfare Officer’s objec- 
tions to adoptions of the nature of 
that planned in the present case. 

hi explaining why his original mis- ■ 
givings had been dissipated. Justice 
Witkon emphasized that he found no 
justification for the disparaging 
remarks made by the Welfare Of- 
ficer about the appellants and toe 
child's parents and was quite 
satisfied that they had had only the 
best of intentions and had acted in 
what they considered 'the best in- 
terests of the child. 


As to the question of whether socie- 
ty was entitled to interfere in a 
private family affair and with the 
habits, and customs of different 
communities, he had found an affir- 
mative answer to it, continued 
Justice Witkon, in the article quoted 
above; and he could not but agree 
that where toe good of a child is con- 
cerned. then the subjective stan- 
dards of groups or communities 
must take second place, even 
though, in general, he was inclined to 
disapprove of exaggerated in- 
terference in-toe lives of private in- 
dividuals. 


In short, held Justice Witkon, if it 
was the opinion of experts that 
“family adoptions’* were, on 


balance, detrimental to a child and 
should be discouraged, the Supreme 
Court was not entitled — in the 
absence of any other opinions to the 
contrary — to ignore it, particularly 
since in the present case there was 
no evidence to show that conditions 
in toe home of the child's natural 
parents were insufferable (although' 
they were admittedly difficult) or 
that they were likely to neglect her. 
However, he concluded, as tbe child 
had already been with the appellants 
for over two years and had un- 
doubtedly benefited therefrom, he 
agreed with the District Court (and 
this opinion was bolstered by the 
view-point expressed In Aviva 
Leon's article) that the final decision 
concerning the fate of toe child be 
left to the appellants and toe child’s 
natural parents without giving the 
relationship between the child and 
the appellants the legal stamp of 
adoption for the meanwhile. For it 
could be presumed that both couples 
— possibly in consultation with the 
welfare authorities — would decide 
this issue like responsible persons 
with the good of the child at heart; 
and. if. the. circumstance^ should 
change in the course of time it might 
even be possible to reconsider toe 
question of an adoption order. 
Appeal dismissed without costs. 
Judgment given on December 28, 
1976. 


Airbags will cost $100 for full front 
seat protection on 300,000 GM cars. 
Ford will Offer airbags at $80 for the 
driver's seat only on 340.000 cars In a 
new compact line.

The auto manufacturers signed 
contracts with the Transportation 
Department pledging participation 
in the airbag experiment.

The high cost of petrol should 
prompt a re-examination of our traf- 
fic regulation against m a k i n g a right 
turn on a red light *{RTOR). reader 
Israel A. Cohen of Tel Aviv, writes. 

RTOR means that a driver ap- 
proaching a traffic light in toe right- 
hand lane of toe road comes to a full 
stop on red. After this full stop, 
however, and without waiting for the 
light to turn to green, be Is permitted 
to make a right turn, having ascer- 
tained that he can do so safely, and 
yielding the right-of-way to cross- 
traffic. 

Fbrty-six of tbe 50 U.S. states and 
most of the Canadian provinces now 
allow RTOR. 

. Virginia is one of the recent con- 
verts to adopt toe general per- 
missive RTOR rule, which allows 
right turns unless a sign at the in- 
tersection specifically forbids it. 

Adoption of RTOR will save an es- 
timated 12m. litres of petrol annual- 
ly for Virginia motorists. 

Prior to adopting RTOR, Virginia 
conducted traffic experiments with 
the following results: 

1) RTOR reduced intersection con- 
gestion and saved an average of 14 
seconds waiting time for each vehi- 
cle making a turn under toe rule. 
This produced a significant saving in 
fuel, and some reduction in air- 
pollution -due to motor exhausts. 

2) About 93 per cent of all drivers 
actually made RTOR turns and 
driver compliance (stop before tur- 
ning and yield right-of-way to cross- 
traffic) was at the 97 per cent level. 

3) There was no change in the fre- 
quency or severity of accidents. The 
few RTOR-reiated accidents caused 
minor property damage and were 
offset by a reduction in rear-end 
collisions in front of the red light. 

4) Poor visibility of cross-traffic 
makes some intersections hazardous 
for RTOR. These locations should 
have' signs prohibiting RTOR.

THE PRESENT TROUBLES In Bat Yam, the country’s filth 
largest city, go back more than two years. 

It was already then that two city councilman of the Likud fac- 
tion, Maurice Abutbul and Yehuda Shekel, threatened to team 
up with the Alignment Opposition to unseat Mayor Yitzhak 
Walker, himself a Likud representative. Their reason was 
Walker's refusal to have them appointed as salaried deputy 
mayors. . 

At the Likud’s behest, the matter came to Judge Shlomo 
Lowenberg’B court in October 1974. The judge had some harsh 
words for Abutbul and Shekel who, he said, did not understand 
the meaning of elective office or of public service. He doubted 
whether they were deserving of their office, but at the same 
time it was beyond bis power to disqualify them from voting as 
they planned. 1 

The next move was up to the Likud, and it decided to how to 
the extortionate demands, and thus save their hold on .the Bat 
Yam mayoralty. Mayor Walker himself protested, but went 
along with the decision. 

This week, the Likud paid the price of its earlier surrender. 
After having been defeated in the Herat faction primaries by the 
mayor, Abutbul and Shekel together with another councilman, 
David Messika, finally carried out their threat — and Walker 
lost his post 

Such goings-on reflect little credit on either the Likud or the 
Alignment Likud leaders should search their consciences for 
having allowed such characters as Abutbul and Shekel ever to 
get on their party list. The Alignment would do well tu consider 
whether the short-term advantage of captinring Bat Yam's city 
hall. might not be outweighed by tarnished reputation for having 
caused “Kalanterism" to rear its ugly head again. 

Only one Alignment councillor. Dr. Hero Reicher, mustered 
enough courage to vote against Walker’s ouster. He did not 
want, he later explained, “youngsters to feel that politics is all 
filth, and that there can be no decency in public life." Bis words 
are a stehn reproach to his own party colleagues. 

At the moment, the most likely candidate for mayor of Bat 
Yam is David Messika, an obscure councilman who was cer- 
tainly nobody’s choice when ballots were cast in the last elec- 
tion. Such quirks of municipal coalition politics will, of course, 
no longer be possible under the system of personal election of 
mayors, which, comes into effect next year. But corrective ac- 
tion need not await polling day In 1978. 

Ihe secretary-general of the union of local authorities, Ze'ev 
Melllon, has urged that the Knesset pass Immediate legislation 
that would prevent mayors from being ousted by coalition deals. 
Two Knesset Members, one from the Alignment end one from 
the Likud, are to sponsor a bill to that effect. No time should be 
lost In having It enacted into law. 


Chance for a change 


SUDDENLY, this week, prospects brightened dramatically for 
the adoption of electoral reform — for a switch, that Is, from ab- 
solute proportional representation to some kind of constituency 
system. 

If an electoral reform bill is passed cm the first reading in the 
present Knesset, as now appears possible, even likely, the 
chances for its approval by the next Knesset would be greatly 
improved. Should the current opportunity be allowed to slip 
away, reform might be very long delayed. • - 

The cause of electoral reform has enjoyed a fair measure of 
support in the House for some time now. The smaller parties, 
understandably enough, have been opposed to it, for the very 
good reason that it is aimed, in part, directly at them. But two of 
file, bigger parties, namely Labour, and the Liberals, have en- 
dorsed the idea in principle, and agreed to push It through. 

Among their rank and file, however, enthusiasm for a change- 
over to a system which lays heavy stress on Individual distinc- 
tion, has been rather muted. There has also been heavy 
pressure from the partners. of Labour and the Liberals — 
Map am and Herat respectively — against tampering with tradi- 
tion. As a result, while some blueprints have been worked out, 
no action has been taken. 

Now there is evidence of a swell of renewed interest in elec- 
toral reform in some quarters which have previously givert- it no 
more than half-hearted support. Even some former opponents, 
notably in Herat, are re-examining their position. What has 
caused it all? 

Part of the credit, no doubt must go to the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change, which has placed electoral reform at the very 
top of its list of legislative priorities. Prof. Y&din and his 
colleagues must have persuaded themselves that an alteration 
of the present system is not only absolutely necessary, but 
would also prove to be immensely popular on election day. On 
no other L&sue have they been nearly as specific. 

By the same token, it would be only politic for Yadin’s rivals 
on both the Left and file Right to try to take some of the winds 
out of the DMCs sails by demonstrating their own commitment 
to the cause of electoral change. 

Regardless of motive, the practical result is entirely laudable. 
Reform of the country's electoral system is not & panacea for its 
ills, but it does offer a long overdue promise of improvement in 
the relationship between the people and their representatives, 
and between the popular representatives and the government. 

. A great deal will depend on the particular system devised by. 
the Knesset. At this stage only a general framework has to be 
decided upon. The details, which are really what matters, may 
then safely be left for the next Knesset to work out. But the first 
step should be taken by the legislators within the next few 
weeks.

WHAT IT ALL balls . down to is not 
just a jockeying for positions, but an 
expression of supreme contempt for 
the Israeli voters by their would-be 
representatives. If all these new 
f angled not -no-holy alliances could 
be considered seriously at all, the 
only possible conclusion would be 
that file actual Issues don’t matter a 
hoot. . What really matters is only 
power — under whatever name, with 
whatever slogan, and with whatever 
suitable vote -catching partner. 


Now there is, of course, nothing 
wrong with, the striving for power. 
Indeed, politics is unthinkable 
without it. But if we. the voters, are 
not being given a fair choice of 
policies on the major issues of the 
day. then the real meaning is taken- 
out of democracy. Power Is to 
politics what sex is to love. Alliances 
made for the sake of power alone and 
sold to -the highest bidder are 
therefore nothing better than the 
prostitution of democracy. 

A special attraction — to quite a 
number of people, apparently — is 
held by the idea of a "Centre’' bloc. 
This would be designed .to catch the 
“floating vote" of ajl the Archie 
Bunkers of fills country. It would 
appeal to all those fine citizens who 
prefer to play it safe ; if they already 
do change their votei they’d rather 
not go too tar. The “Centre,” as 
represented by Yadin’s party',' does' 
not -propose to offer a distinctly 
separate and different set of policies 
from those of the Right and the Left. 
Because It has no answers of its own 
:to the real Questions facing Israel, it 
‘will just keep floating between Right 
and Left. 

However, one accusation often 
levelled -against the so-called “Cen- 
tre” — and especially against the 
Yadin party — is net entirely: 
justified; It is not true that they have' 
no ideology at all. What they have 


done is to transform their lack of 
ideology into an ideology in 'its owp 
right: While they resolutely dis- 
regard goals and purposes, they 
have elevated the means to the rank| 
of a high ideal. 


According to them, the important 
question is not what kind of peace 
settlement we should strive for. hut 
whether we should have a large or a 
small decision-making cabinet. 
Their preoccupation is not with the 
social aims of our economic policy,* 
- but with the necessity of establishing 
a Ministry of Economics instead of 
the present Ministry of finance. 
What concerns them is not the choice 
lof policies before the voters but the 
system of voting. 


NOW SYSTEMS, as such, are quite 
important. If you go on a -long . 
journey by car. the type and make of 
your car are not irrelevant to your 
purpose. Indeed you are apt to dis- 
cover that not every type of car fits 
all types, of climatic, topographical 
and road conditions (which is 
another way of saying that one has to 
be very carefulimportisg systems of 
government from abroad). 
Moreover, if the aim of your Journey 
is not clear, the best caron earth will 
not get you there. 

You are In real trouble, however, 
once you start treating your car as 


your very aim. And once your lack of 
real aim has stopped being a tern-, 
porary failure -and has become an 
ideology, you will be ruled by those 
mechanisms which should only get 
you to your destination — - and of 
course by the technocrats who . ad- 
minister them. ' . 

Ibis, it seems, Is an. aspect ignored 
by all those astute political, 
observers who have recognized the 
weakness of the Yadin and Sharon 
parties., and have been content only 
to smile' ironically at them. 

It may be true that Yadin has 
simply copied, the Alignment plat- 
form on foreign and defence policy, 
whUe. adopting the Likud stand on 
economic . and social matters. But 
there far more to it than that. Yadin 
and his school do not merely, 
foreclose discussion of what Israeli ' 
politics is all about; theirs is, in fact, 
another power- grab by the 
-technocratic elite, who have no other 
values except the smooth running 'of 
our affairs for us, with suitable 
benefits for those who do the run- 
ning. 

This is all the more dangerous 
because, if Israeli society has failed 
(as many of us tend to think) , It was 
not so much for lack of efficiency 
and competent administration, but. 
for lack of public vision and soda! 
values. Our governmental' 
mechanism may have been faulty*

Instead, oil and imperial Interests 
managed to create haphazard states 
in Iraq-, Jordan, Kuwait and 
elsewhere, which enabled the Arabs 
to usurp power in the Middle Bast to 
the exclusion of all others. Recent 
events in the Lebanon are a con- 
tinuation of this process; the Arab 
regimes rightly fear Israel as a 
challenge to their greed. 

A Lausanne Conference should ex- 
amine all the problems of the region, 
Including perhaps Cyprus, and 
produce an overall settlement in- 
volving all parties concerned. 

It is in Lausanne andnot in Geneva 
that the Palestinians will find their 
accommodation.

Sir, — In your editorial of January 
24. you state that there is an “official 
taboo which bars the Ministry of 
Health and Sick Funds from dis- 
seminating information on birth con- 
trol." This is inaccurate. 

Our Association has published an 
information booklet for general use. 
of which more than 20,000 copies 
have been distributed free of charge 
through Kupnt Holim and Mother 
and Child Care Centres of the 
Ministry of Health, and we rqcieve 
daily requests for additional copies. 

Moreover, we have recently 
published a handbook for 
professionals in health and welfare 
services who arc being trained by 
the Ministry and Kupat Holim to 
provide family planning advice 
throughout the country. The 
Ministry of Health has Itself publish- 
ed an Information booklet on family 
planning In Arabic, and the Health 
Education Department of Kupat 
Holim has produced a series of slides 
on contraception which arc used ex- 
tensively for public education. 

While it is true that family plan- 
ning services are not yet readily 
available in every clinic, yet the 
health authorities arc in the process 
of organizing these services.
